As desired by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of these Provinces 
during his visit to Mukhtesar in October-November last, to put forward a 
concise statement of success obtained with serum inoculations and modes of 
its operation, with a view to give it publicity and persuade the leading zamin- 
dars and talukdars to give prompt information concerning outbreaks of 
rinderpest, so that they may have their cattle inoculated before its ravages be 
felt: I have the honour to summarise in the following paragraphs the results 
obtained up to date, and request you to be good enough to submit this letter 
to the Chief Secretary to the Government of the North-Western Provinces 
and Oudh. 

2. Serum simullaneous method,—This method, which has been very widely 
adopted in South Africa with most encouraging results, consists in injecting a 
neat dose of protective serum on one side of the animal’s body and at the same 
time a small dose of virulent rinderpest blood on the opposite side, A mild 
form of the disease is produced in 90 per cent. of the animals, with a loss of 
only one-half per cent and with the production of a permanent immunity, 
while the other 10 per cent. are also protected for some months even though 
they fail to react to the inoculation, In this connection I would point out 
that when a totally unprotected animal is subcutaneously inoculated with the 
most virulent blood, it shows no symptoms of disease previous to the 8rd, 4th or 
5th day following inoculation, and then only does the temperature begin to rise. 
It is not until at least three days later viz., the 6th, 7th to 8th day that any 
symptoms of rinderpest become manifest. Therefore in practical field inocula- 
tions it has to be first ascertained whether the disease is already incubating in the 
animals about to be inoculated, as in such cases the simultaneous method of 
inoculation should not be employed, but serum alone injected in large quantities 
should diarrhoea not yet have supervened. If this latter symptom should have 
already made its appearance nothing can save the affected animal, 

yperiments in the Laboratory.—The experiments carried out with the 
above mentioned method in this Laboratory prove that the animals which show 
temperature reactions with fairly marked symptoms are inmune for upwards 
of one year, and there is no reason to doubt that it will last for a much longer 
time, if not for the life of the animals. On the other hand, the animals show- 
ing no temperature reaction or symptoms of the disease, partly due to the large 
doses of serum used, may wear off their immunity earlier than those which 
reacted t» the simultaneous method, and this difficulty can be got oyer by 
reinoculating those animals, which have not reacted within a week or ten days 
of the simultaneous injection, with a second dose of from 1 to 10 cc. of 
virulent blood. 

Results in field tnoculations—The inoculations carried out by the serum 
manufactured at this Laboratory in Bareilly, Aligarh, Bulandshahr, and Dehra 


° © 





districts gave eminently successful results, and Mr. Holmes in his report from 
Madras states: “Out of 339 bullocks inoculated, nine died, but these deaths 
‘were attributed to old ago and debilitated conditions, aud to the fact that the 
- animals were —_—. from rinderpest previous to inoculation. I do not con- 
sider that any of the deaths occurred as a direct result of inoculations. I think 
it is safe to say that, as a result of these inoculations, rinderpest was at once 
checked and a heavy loss averted among the cattle.” 
By referring to Table C of the Assistant to the Inspector-General, Civil 
Veterinary Department’s Annual Report for the year 1899-1900, we find that 
out, of 1,730 animals inoculated by the above method, only three died after 
inoculation. 

Hilt cattle-—There is a great difference in the dose of serum required for 
the inoculation of Aill cattle, as compared with that which is safe in plains 
animals. Notwithstanding that the serum simultaneous method by itself has 
not been found to be reliable in this particular breed, yet on re-inoculating 
these animals with from 1 to 10 ¢.c. of virulent blood during the seven or 
eight days following the injection by the simultaueous method, protection has 
been brought about and an active immunity conferred. 

Serum alone.—The use of serum alone causes no reactionary fever, and 
it affords immediate full immunity, and is very useful in the case of dairy 

- animals and pregnant cows, where it is desirable that the milk supply should 
not be interfered with, and no cases of abortion take place. The temporary 
immunity given by injecting with serum alone is sufficient to protect the 
animals ag age an outbreak, The experiments carried out at Mukhtesar 
cape that the animals injected with 10, 20, 50, 100, and 150 c.c. per 6001bs. 
ody weight, were found immune on the 43rd, 76th, 108rd, and 164th days, 
respectively, after serum injections, and in each case when tested by the 
introduction of virclent blood subcutaneously, only a slight temperature 
reaction followed, clearly showmg that the animals supmitted to the above test 
were perfectly protected, and would remain so for a much longer period than 
those stated above. 

4. Manufacture of scrum.—During the year 1900, 464,765 c.c. of pro- 
tective rinderpest seruin were produced at Mukhtesar, and 119,880 c.c. have 
boon issued to the Veterinary Superintendents, etc., of different provinces in 
India. At the present time we have 33,673 doses tested and ready for despatch 
on receipt of a telegram, but in addition some 50,000 doses are already in stock, 
and only require testing, a matter of two weeks’ duration. The manufacture 
of rinderpest protective serum will be continued at the Imperial Bacteriological 
Laboratory, and a depdt might be opened in the North-Western Provinces, 
as has been arran for *y Government for the supply of. the Bombay, 
Bengal, and other Province so that the serum may be readily obtained when 
required. (

No. 21Marine.—The following revised regulations for the admission of locally selected 
candidates into the Bengal Pilot Service at Caloutta have been sanctioned by the Government 
of Bengal, and are published for general information :— 


REGULATIONS FOR THE ADMISSION OF LOCALLY SELECTED CANDI- 
DATES INTO THE BENGAL PILOT SERVICE AT OALOUTTA. 


1. In any year in which a local cftndidate is to be appointed to the Bengal Pilot Service, 
a competitive examination will be held in or about the month of March, and six months’ 
piror notice of the examination will be peg by the Local Government. The number of 
vacancies available for local candidates s also be declared, and they will be filled up by 
the successful candidates in order of merit ; but no local candidate shall be appointed who 
does not satisfy the Examiners, or who in other respects does not come up to the require- 
ments of the following rules. 

2. Candidates must be not less than 18, or more than 22 years of age, and descended 
from European or Eurasian parents domiciled in India. They must produce a Board of 
Trade or Colonial Certificate of Competency as a 2nd Mate or any higher grade. Provided 
that an intending candidate who, in the month of March in apy year in which no examina- 
tion is held, is not more than 22 years of age, and has fulfilled the conditions of service, 
laid down in Rule 4 below, shall not be debarred, on account of being over the prescribed age 
from appearing at the next examination held. : : . 

8. Every candidate must produce a medical certificate of good health and physical 
fitness to work as a Pilot in a tropical climate, and also satisfactory evidence as to his moral 

. character. Every passed. candidate will, before appointment, be required to undergo a 
further examination as to his physical fitness by the Medical Board sitting at Calcutta, and 
will not be appointed unless the Board certifies him to be in all respects physically fit to work 
aso Pilot on the Hooghly. p eS 

4. He must have served at sea for four years in a merchant sailing vessel of not less 
than 300 tons register, employed in the foreign trade, as a seaman or apprentive, and must 
produce satisfactory certificates from the masters he has sailed under. _ 

5. Before being admitted to the examination, the candidate will have to satisfy the 
Examiners that he has passed the Middle Scholarship Examination under the Code of 
Regulations for Euro Schools, or that he has passed the Calcutta University Entrance 
Pxamination. Candidates will be examined in Navigation and Seamenship up to the 
standard of a 2nd Mate in the Merchant Service. ’ 

6. He will on being appointed to the service receive Rs. 100 per mensem, 

7. A Leadsman Apprentice will go through such a course of a pass such 
examinations as Government may from time to time prescribe. He will whilst in this grade

They receive as their remuneration a share, 
at present 50 per cent., but liable to alteration at the discretion of Government, of the 
pilotage dues paid by ships piloted by them. \ They are entitled to allowances while on leave 
or special duty, and to pensions on retirement from the service. : : 
12. Every member of the Pilot Service is subject to the rules mado from time to time 
by the Government in regard to discipline, leave, leave allowances, number of officers in the 
service, distribution into grades, tonnage of ships to ba allotted to the several grades, &o., 
and in all respects he is amenable to such orders as may be passed by Government for the 
regulation of the service. 3 ; 4 
13. Government reserves to itself the right to require all pilots to obtain a Home 
Trade Master Mariner’s certificate before they are promoted to be a Senior Master Pilot.
